JOURNAL OF THE CONFERENCE 

Prescott, Arkansas, November 16, 1910. 

The fifty-seventh session of the Little Rock Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South met November 16, 1910, in 
Prescott, Arkansas. 

After devotional services conducted by Bishop J. H. McCoy, 
the Bishop called the Conference to order at 9:30 a. m. 

The roll was called by the Secretary of the last Conference. W.

Dear Brethren — We, your Joint Board of Finance, respectfully sub- 
mit this our report: 

ENDOWMENT FUND FOR SUPERANNUATES. 

The annual report of the General Board of Trustees which was 
referred to us for consideration shows that there has been a healthy 
increase in the assets of the board during the year. The total assets are 
as follows: Cash, $166,000.00; notes, subscriptions, and other assets, 

$107,750.00; total,^ $273,750.00. 

We have received for this fund on the assessment ordered by the lasf 
Annual Conference the sum of $554.00, which will be forwarded to the 

Treasurer of the General Board. 

We recommend that the special assessment for this fund be discon- 
tinued and that the pastors be urged to present this cause to each congre- 
gation during the year and take a voluntary offering for the same as the 
law of the church directs. 



HOMES FOR SUPERANNUATES. 

The following resolutions were referred to us by your body for con- 
sideration : 

“Resolvedy 1. That we believe the time has fully come when we 
should endeavor to provide homes for all our superannuate preachers and 
all families of deceased preachers who may be in need of the same. 

“2. That a Board of Control is hereby created whose duty it shall 
be to see that such homes are secured wherever possible and desirable, 
and to have charge of all matters pertaining to the maintenance and dis- 
posal of the property. 

“3. Said Board of Control shall be composed of the members of the 
Conference Board of Trustees, the Presiding Elders of the various districts, 
and the Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance. 
It shall have power to adopt its own constitution and by-laws and to elect 
its own officers. 

“4. The title to all such homes shall be vested in the Conference 
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Board of Trustees; but they shall not be authorized to sell or dispose of 
such property without the consent of three-fourths of all of the members 
of the Board of Control, or the authority of the Annual Conference. 

“5. Said Board of Control shall be subject to the will of this Con- 
ference at all times and in all matters pertaining to its work. It shall 
report annually to this body an account of its official acts during the year.

4. We believe that the “Missionary Outlook,” the “Christian Advo- 
cate,” and “The Western Methodist” offer to the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement convenient and effective media for the education of our people 
in th subject of missions and for keeping them informed on the progress of 
the work. Therefore, we respectfully request the managers of these 
papers to open a Laymen’s Missionary Department and recommend that 
the Missionary Committee make it a part of the every member canvass to 
see that one or all of these publications be put in every Southern Methodist 
home in this Conference. 

5. We heartily approve any action this Conference may take looking 
to^ the betterment of the conditions of our superannuate preachers, their 
widows and orphans, and pledge the laity to a hearty co-operation in carry- 
ing this action into effect.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ORPHANAGE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Annual Conference: 

Your Committee on the Methodist Orphanage, respectfully report that 
we have received from the Board of Trustees of the Orphanage a commu- 
nication, which reads as follows: 

“report of the board of trustees. 

“The past year was a very happy one for our Orphanage. We had no 
severe sickness, and things went smoothly in the Home. We received ten 
orphans in the Home and placed three in good families, leaving twenty- 
nine now in the institution which is the largest number we have ever had. 
We rejected forty-four applications for children. We have not refused 
admission to any application who was an orphan. Several half orphans 
have been refused. During the eight years of the work of the Home, we 
have received 136 children. 

“On the first day of September, 1909 we broke ground for the new 
building. The work progressed so satisfactorily, that on July 11, 1910 we 
moved the children into the Home although it was not finished. The Home 
is located on a commanding hill on the west end of Little Rock, near the 
Highland car line, and is in easy reach of the R. E. Lee public school. 
The new Highland Church has been organized within four blocks of the 
Home and the children have transferred their membership to it. The new 
building is 120 feet long, by 116 feet wide, and is planned not only for 
the present but will be ample for many years to come. We have paid for 
everything about the building except the heating plant which will cost about 
$1,000.00. We expect to have that in hand by the time the contractor 
demands it. To pay for the heating plant, complete the building, and put 
in the sewerage, we will need about fe,000.00, which Brother Thornburgh 
hopes to gather up in the near future. The building was not let out by 
contract, but was erected under the superintendency of Brother W. R. 
Casey, a member of the Board, who has large experience as a contractor 
of public buildings in this city. The material and work in the building are 
all first quality. It is estimated that the plant will cost when com- 
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pleted, $30,000.00; but Brother Casey says no contractor would have 
built the house for $30,000.00. 

“We have subscriptions for furnishing the Home as follows: For 

the parlor, $150.00 by the Epworth League of the Winfield Church; the 
library, $150.00 by the Little Rock Conference Woman’s Home Mission 
Society; the dining room, $150.00, in memory of her husband Dr. D. C. 
Carroll; the hospital, $100.00, by Mrs. W. H. Pemberton, in memory of 
her brother. Dr. Thomas Carroll; the kitchen, $100.00, by Dr. D. G. Clem- 
ents, of Auvergne; the linen room, $100.00, by the Woman’s Home Mission 
Society of Winfield Church; bed-rooms, $100.00, by C. E. Rosenbaum, in 
memory of his grand-child, Pauline Harris; $75.00 by First Church Sun- 
day school, Batesville; $75.00 by the Woman’s Home Mission Society of 
Huttig; $75.00 by Mrs. F. V. Holmes, Little Rock. 

“Brother George Thornburgh has been the agent in God’s hands for 
raising the funds with which to erect the splendid building above described, 
and he is entitled to the gratitude of all for his untiring efforts, and to our 
congratulations for his splendid success.

For the information of the Conference your Committee would state 
that the old plant was sold for $6,000.00 and the proceeds turned into 
the new.

Brother Thornburgh has brought us all under a debt of everlasting grati- 
tude by the fact that without fee or reward he boldly undertook and per- 
severingly pressed the financial phase of this enterprise and has in so 
short a time brought it so near to completion. 

The Board of Trustees scarcely deserves less praise for its prompt- 
ness of action and its economy and efficiency of management. 

Your Committee indulges the expectation that the Conference and the 
Church will annually supply the means for meeting the current expenses 
of this praiseworthy and Christian institution.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

We are gratified to know that the reports from all parts of our con- 
nection indicate an awakened interest in the enlargement of our Sunday 
school work. Our Church is to be congratulated on the re-election of 
Dr. Chappell as head of this important department and at the retention 
of Dr. Hamill as our great teacher. We note from the General Board that 
there has been a large increase in the circulation of the Sunday school 
literature as well as a substantial increase in the members. The increase 
of Sunday schools in 1910 over 1909 is 327, and of members of the 
Sunday school 72,000. Our Board heartily endorses the graded course 
for beginners, primary, and intermediate classes. The provision made 
by the Sunday School Editor, to begin with January, for a department in 
the Magazine for “Home Problems,” and in the Adult Student for “Class 
Problems,” meets with our unqualified approval. We would commend 
especially the “Wesley Adult Bible Class Department.” Our last General 
Conference looking to the federation of all adult Bible classes in our 
Church provided for this department, and the General Board has formu- 
lated a constitution for the “Wesley Class” organizations. We suggest 
that those interested correspond with the central office that there may 
be unity of policy and action in this great movement.

We are trying, through the machinery of our Conference, to keep 
before its members the importance of this fund, that we may be able to 
more largely augment the meager stipend allowed our superannuate 
preachers, and the widows and orphans of the deceased^ preachers. We 
have loaned out the Lew A. Davis fund, and in addition thereto have 
several other amounts, amounting in all to a principal ot ihl,7UU.UU. we 
have collected interest this year amounting to $90.00, which sum we have 
turned over to the Joint Board of Finance. ^ 

We attach the constitution hereto and make it a part ot this report, 
and request that it be published in our minutes. ^ ^ * 

1 The name of said corporation shall be The Board of Trustees 
of the Little Rock Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

2. The object of said corporation shall be to receive, hold, and 
administer all moneys, funds and property (real and personal) that mar 
from time to time come into its hands by donation, gift, devise, bequest, 
or otherwise for any of the uses, purposes and needs of the Little Rock 
Conference, particularly funds and property for the use of superannuate 
preachers, and the widows of the deceased preachers of said conference. 

3. Said Board is authorized to place at interest any and all funds 
that may come into its hands for the use and benefit of said Confer- 
ence, and shall make a report to the Annual Meeting of the said Little 
Rock Conference, showing disposition of the interest thus received, pro- 
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vided always that the Board shall carry out the wishes of the donors of 
the said funds or property. 

4. The vacancies of said Board shall be filled by the said Little 
Rock Conference on nomination of the Board of Trustees, but in the 
interim such vacancies shall be filled by the remainder of the Board. 

5. The regular meeting of said Board shall be on the first day of 
the annual session of said Conference and at the same place as the Con- 
ference is held. 

6. That the officiars of said Board shall consist of a President and 
Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be elected every two years. 

7. Three members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of any position.

MEMOIRS 

MRS. A. J. MARSHALL. 

This mother of our Israel, whose honored name has been on our 
Conference list so long, passed to her well earned reward from the home 
of her son, Lewis Marshall, in Camden, September, 24, 1910. 

•Born in London, England, in 1813, she had well mgh rounded out a 
century, being in her 98th year at the tinie of her death, ^or mmiy. 
she was active in the service of our Lord; and only when last Unger 
ing infirmities bore heavily upon her did she seem to hasten the Master s 
call. In her native city, she often heard great missionary sermons from 
Exeter Hall, and the Spirit soon awakened in her heart a desire to 
this call and tell of the great salvation which was so vital in her own 
life. After many hindrances, she came to Canada and served as Dea- 
coness with her brother-in-law, Mr. Dyer. Socn a call 
Missionary Society, in 1846, induced her to come west. In Fayetteville, 
Ark., she commenced missionary work, teaching Cherokees and Choctaws 
the way of eternal life as well as the better way of using the things ot 
this life. She was happy in her work. She was apociated with Miss 
Sawyer, a staunch and well equipped teacher from New England. Miss 
Sawyer was the first lady teacher in the State, and Mrs. Marshall (then 
Miss James) was the second. The splendid achievements of this school 
were far reaching; and it is thought that here was the earliest nucleus ot 

the great University now at Fayetteville. 

In the midst of this usefulness, there came an accepted call ot 
Providence, and she left the Mission work to enter the Methodist Itiner- 
ancy with Rev. L. S. Marshall, who had been transferred ^rom Texas and 
appointed to the Fayetteville circuit in 1849. Having entered this field 
of service, she gave herself to it with courage and great confidence. 
Their fields of labor were Fayetteville in 1849, Pine Bluff in 1852, and 
1853, Monticello in 1854, agent for the Tract Cause in 1855, Washoington 
District in 1856, Mill Creek in 1857, Benton m 1858, Warren in 859, 
Richmond in 1860, Lewisville in 1861, and Ouachita circuit in 1862, 
where Brother Marshall died. She was left with a little son. She taught 
in many fine families with much satisfaction. She visited England and 
spent a year with relatives. On her return, she continued her loved 
employ of teaching. When her son Lewis married and settly in Camden, 
she went to make her home with him to the end of her earthly work. 

She was a pioneer in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary wo^, organ- 
izing some of the earliest auxiliaries on the Camden District. Her name 
is like ointment poured forth, her memory fragrant with all who knew 

her in the Lord. ^ Hotchkiss. 

MRS. 0. H. KEADLE. 

Laura J. Keadle (nee Chilcote), wife of Rev. O. H. Keadle^ was born 
in Mississippi, October 4, 1846, and came to Arkansas while a small girl 
with her father’s family. Her parents died during the civil war, leaving 

her to make her home with a married sister. xj v 41 

On June 15, 1865, she was happily married to O. H. Keadle, whom 
she had frequently met while he was a soldier boy. To this union nine 
children were born, of whom three (a son and two daughters) still sur- 
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vive. They, with the sorrowing husband, make up the earthly portion 
of her temporarily broken family. 

In 1868, she, with her husband, joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and through her influence a family altar was soon estab- 
lished. In 1877 her husband became a local preacher, and a few years 
later through her encouragement gave up this position and took work 
in the Conference. During the years of his itinerancy she was his sym- 
pathetic helpmeet and human inspiration. Today he rises up' to call her 
blessed. 

Sister Keadle lived a beautiful life. Blessed by nature with an ami- 
able disposition, grace had added the charm of a sweet and holy spirit. 
Gentleness was her distinguishing characteristic, and in the circle of her 
acquaintances she was universally beloved. Her broken body lies quietly 
sleeping in beautiful Greenwood Cemetery, but the fragrance of her 
unselfish life has gone forth to bless her devoted husband, her conse- 
crated children,- and a large circle of parishioners and friends, among 
whom she lived and labored. On earth as well as in heaven she will live 
^rever. The influence of a saintly life can never die. 

If Mr. Wesley’s justifiable boast that our people die well was ever 
truly exemplified, it was in the home going of our dear Sister Keadle, 
whose death occurrred September 28, 1910. She was occupying her 
usual place in the mid-week prayer service of Central Church, Hot 
Springs, while her husband was leading the meeting. At the close, along 
with others, she arose to testify, and concluded with an earnest exhorta- 
tion to those present to get ready for the approaching revival. As she 
took her seat she said, “Oh, what a happy time it will be in the great 
reunion with our loved ones in heaven!” and immediately she passed 
from the Church Militant to the Church Triumphant and joined in that 
vast assembly of the “blood washed” in the land where “congregations 
never break up and Sabbaths have no end.” Upon the heads and hearts 
of the people of the Church her spirit seemed to rest like a holy benedic- 
tion, and the revival that followed was no surprise. 

Let her loved ones and friends remember her parting exhortation 
and ever move towards that reunion in the summer land of the “Sweet 
by and by.” 



MRS. HELEN THOMAS. 

Mrs. Helen Thomas was born in Robertson County, N. C., Septem- 
ber 12, 1874, daughter of A. S. and B. A. Townsend. Her parents were 
Methodists and she was brought up in a home of prayer. The family in 
her girlhood removed to Lovis, Miss, and there she was happily married 
in 1853 to Mr. J. B. Thomas. He served in the Confederate Army during 
the war and in 1865 they moved to Arkansas. Here in 1870 he was 
licensed to preach in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and he was 
admitted on trial in the traveling connection in the Little Rock Confer- 
ence. He labored in the itinerant work until 1893. Having no children, 
after the death of her husband, Mrs. Thomas moved to Minerva, Miss., 
and lived with her relatives there until the time of her death. She rests 
in Salem Cemetery in Mississippi. Her husband sleeps in the cemetery 
in Hamburg. For fourteen years she shared the labors and trials of the 
Methodist preacher’s wife. This she did not reluctantly but with willing 
courage and optimistic joy of the heroine of the cross. The efficiency of 
his ministry was largely due to her sympathizing presence and help. 
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MRS. MARY E. TOWNSEND. 

Mrs Mary E. Townsend, wife of Rev. H. Townsend, born in Carroll 
County, Miss., June 10, 1843, was married December 11, 1861 and joined 
the Methodist Church in 1860 and died in Benton, Ark., December 21, 
1909. She was the mother of ten children, seven of whom are living, and 
two are Methodist preachers. E. A. Townsend, a member of the Okla- 
homa Conference, stationed at Snyder, J. F. Townsend, a local preacher 
at Benton. Two of the children were in New Mexico, too far away to 
reach the old home in time for the funeral. She was acquainted with the 
hardships of the Metnodist preacher’s wife, so she did not complain. She 
was a model mother. Her children are a sufficient comrnent on Ibis 
point. Sne died in great peace. Her husband waits submissively for the 
reunion. 



WILLIAM K. RAMSEY. 

William K. Ramsey was born in Talladega County, Alabama. He 
was ason of a Methodist preacher, and during all his life looked upon 
Methodist preachers as members of his family entitled to share in every- 
thing he had. He became a soldier before he was grown and served four 
years in the Confederate Army, and was loyal to the traditions of the 
South, and gloried in her history. 

After the war he settled in Camden, Arkansas, where he was twice 
married, reared a large family of children, was a citizen foremost in 
every public enterprise, a stirring and successful man of business and a 
Christian man enjoying the confidence of all men. 

He loved the Church, cheerfully assumed the obligations growing 
out of his relations to the Church, served in every capacity as a layman, 
member of every sort of Conference; church, quarterly, district. Annual 
and General Conference, efficient in all. In our Conference as auditor, 
treasurer, and financial adviser and manager he was invaluable. 

He died March 18th, 1910 in Camden, Arkansas, aged sixty-six 
years. 



MRS. MIRIAM J. BURkE. 

Mrs. Miriam J. Burke (nee Peninger) was born in Georgia, Novem- 
ber 19, 1841; was converted when a child and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, of which she was a consistent member until death. She was mar- 
ried to Rev. P. P. Burke, December 31, 1857. To this union were born 
four children, one of which had preceded mother to the celestial home. 
Brother Burke was a member of the Arkansas Conference, joining in the 
year 1884. He transferred to the Little Rock Conference in 1892, and 
was a member of this Conference when he died, September 29, 1896. 
Sister Burke being the wife of a Methodist preacher, was ever ready, 
willing and anxious to assist her husband in the work of the church and 
thus extend the Master’s kingdom. She died as she often prayed that 
she might — at peace with God and all mankind, at 7 :30 p. m., August 
22, 1910, at the home of her son at Austin, Texas. Her body was sent 
by express accompanied by her son, M. P. Burke, to Sipe Springs, 
Comanche County, Texas, and was laid quietly to rest in the Sipe Springs 
cemetery, surrounded by a host of kindred and friends. May the mem- 
ory of mother ever be fragrant to the bereaved, and the Christ she fol- 
lowed ever be the “fairest among ten thousand and altogether lovely” to 
her kindred and many friends.
